Among countries officially neutral

On the other hand, th«re are rela- 
tivc'ly' few western. co«Wes wMch 
have not participated directly in the 
war or supported the Allies through 
votes in the United Nations. 
Bpeciflcaly, the Communist plan 
for breal^g the deadlock ovor su­ 
pervising the armistice provides: 
1. Neither side would introduce 
into Korea "any military forces, 
weapons and ammunition under any 
pretext during an armistice,'! 
2. Both sides agree to ask repre­ 
sentative of nations neutral in the 
Korean war to form an organiza­ 
tion reponslbie for inspecting sucli 
“ports of entry in the rear as mu- 
iualy agreed upon" and to report 
to a joint armistice commission. 
The United Nations command In­ 
terpreted ports of entry to mean 
seaports, airports and rail and high­ 
way cente.ra.. 
After handing Communist negoti­ 
ators the list of 21 quetions, Vice 
Adm. C. Turner Joy. chief U. N. 
delegate, suggested that the entire 
matter of supervising the armistice 
be turned over to two-man subcom­ 
mittees which would meet Tuesday 
a.t 2 p,jn. (midnight M'onday, EST). 
North Korean Lt. Gen. Nam II 
replied that he would answer the 
questions. 'Tuesday and that su'bcom- 
mlttees could be named if the Alies 
accept the proposal.

entry into the world. Sometimes this 
most vital process is hampered, 
either by failure of a lung .to ex­ 
pand or by Its collapse shortly after 
birth. 
Occurring frequently In premature 
infants and occasionally in the full- 
term baby, this condition is among 
the most common caui^ of death 
in the newborn. 
Such children are marked by a 
pronounced bluish color, extrem.e 
difficulty in breathing and labored 
chest movements. Other conditions 
of the newborn, such as coi^nital 
heart disease or hemorrhage* of the 
brain, may cause similar symptoms. 
However, the difference 'betW'een 
these conditions can be readily de­ 
tected by a trained physician. 
A new method has been devised 
for the treatment of this condition 
and entails dose cooperation be­ 
tween the attending physician, sur­ 
geon :ind. d.'Octor trained in tn.es- 
theai*. 
With this method, the windpipe 
is eleared, by means of a rubber 
tube, of all secretions of material 
that may have accumulated. Then, 
with the use of a local anesthetic, 
beca.use the tivin.g of an in.halat!On 
anesthetic would b«-extremely dan­ 
gerous to the infant, the chest Is 
opened by the surgeon, so that he 
can look at the lungs. This, accord 
Ing to reports, seems to be easily 
and simply carried out. 
'The anesthetist then adminis'ters. 
o.xygen to the ^child und.er slight 
pressure, in order to re-expand the 
lungs. If the lungs expand from this 
type of treatment, the child gen­ 
erally recovers from the surgery 
and no other abnormality In his 
breathing mechanism occurs. 
It Is believed that this new 
method of treatment for collapsed 
lung In Iqftnto may be life-saving 
to many of them. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
RH.: What is the best tred^ment 
for Inflammation. of the iplon 
caused by b.ac:teria! 'Infection? 
Answer: Usually, the use of theí 
sulfasuxidlne or sulfaguanidine un­ 
der a physician’s direction is effec­ 
tive in most bacterial bowel infec­ 
tions. Those persons not helped in 
this manner may take one of the 
newer antibiotics — aureomycin, 
chloramphenicol or tcrramydn. This 
treatment should be carried out only 
under the direction of your physi­ 
cian.

It may look like a sna.ke 'P''it to 
you, biit Junior says it’s “Daddy, 
coming home from work.” 
“A child works in symbols,” Fear­ 
ing explains. ’‘Scribbles on a page 
are meaningful to him. When you 
see 'What hé sees,.'you knO''W' what he 
is thin'king about.” 
LET JUNIOR DO IT 
Don’t judge a child’s art by adult 
standards, he says. And, above all, 
don’t try to show him how to draw. 
Yo'UT' 'work, probato'ly is no better 
tha,n his. Fearing wagers, and may 
be worse: it suffers from your In­ 
hibitions and preconceived notions 
of what the picture ought to look 
like. 
There’s been too much “copy 


work” in art, Feartog says, such 
things as having children fill in 
colors In pictures drawn by qtoers. 
This ties the youngster down to 
adult "s'ta'odtfds, he 'points O'Ut, and 
keeps him from learning to develop 
his own. 
“We punish a child if he copies 
spelling or arithmetic.” Fearing 
notes. “But if he copies someone 
eise’s picture, nothing 
thought 
of It.” 
All children have an intuitive 
sense of design, says Fearing. It is 
lost when they begin to be realistic. 
Don’t criticize your child’s work be­ 
cause it isn’t realistic. 
Wh.en a child begin.s 'to see 'that 
his P''lcture'S d.on*t look Just 'right 
he will ask for help. Even before 
that, you will be able to note his 
developing sense of observation In 
his spontaneous and free drawing, 
says the art teacher. 
Meanw'hile, th'i youn,g.ster’s origl- 
nallty has been stimulated, and he 
has gained muscular coordination. 
In this way, Fearing explains, art 
helps children to grow.

So it seems sensible to suggest two 
things. 
1. Never smear nail polish, or 


spill alcohol Off other solvents on 
rayon. They effect the fibres of the 
fabric, and sometimes cause it to 
fuse. 
Always ask your merchant whether 
toe rayon in questio'n icon'ta.ins ;ré- 
«''C'Eerated rayon. If he cannot assure 
you, why not buy a garment which 
will be more serviceable, and there­ 
fore, wear longer with less trouble? 
Further than that, demand adequate 
guarantees from the merchant from 
whom you buy either a rayon gar­ 
ment or rayon yardage t'ha.t it will 
wi'tosland .aH. of toe 'O'rdinary clean­ 
ing procedures. 
In that fashion youll be certain, 
first, to get as much wear as possi­ 
ble from your garment, and second­ 
ly. youll be avoiding trouble from 
the very beginning if you don’t buy 
unserviceable garments or fabrics at 
■11. 
Fbr toe first in cleaning at all 
times, bring it to LAFARGUE.

Miríti has a much larger itake in the San 
FranciscoOakland bay bridge than might be 
imagined. Whether the tolls arc retained on 
that bridge meam much more to Marin resi- 
denu than the 25 cents they drop into the toll 
collectors* hands as they aoss the span. 


There are five major arguments county resi­ 
dents and olEcials should carefully consider be­ 
fore becoming involved in the battle shaping 
up in Saaamento over the $80,000,000 bridge 
refinancing. They are these: 
1.-Probably the least important Is the most 
Immediate. Under action taken in Saaamento 
last week authorizing a $21,000,000 bond issue, 
Marin county would receive approjdmatcly 
1112,200. This is Marin*! share of 
in gas tax funds taken from the 45 northern 
California counties to build approaches to the 
bay bridge. The money would go back into 
gas tax funds and be usable by the county for 
highway work only. It is expected to be avail­ 
able about January 1. 


2.-Anothcr $221,000 might become available 
to the county if (and it's a big if) the icgisla- 
turc approves a plan to return some $13,000,- 
000 gas tax money used for bridge maintenance. 
On this point will hinge the big Saaamento 
fight. 


Under 1933 federal law authorizing construc­ 
tion, the bridge, its approaches and mainten­ 
ance w ae all to be paid for from toll revenue. 
But when the Reconstruction Finance Corpora­ 
tion, under Jesse Jones, passed on the fedaal 
loan, it kno^ed the approaches and mainten­ 
ance out of the loan. RFC said, “Wc’Il build 
the bridge; you build the approaches and 
maintain the whole thing.** 


Gas tax money was used for both purposes. 
The $6.600,000 was appropriated for thfi ap­ 
proaches and as the years have gone on the 
maintenance costs continue to be diained out. 
They are $13,000,000 now and the smaller 
counties want the money back. 


This leads to point S. 
8.-Should maintenance of the bay bridge 
continue out of gas Ux funds? 


In arguing against tiie $80,000,000 refinanc­ 
ing plan, the smaller northern counties urged 
the toll bridge authority to pay for mainten­ 
ance out of toll revenues. Why, they asked, 
should the smaller counties have to help pay 
maintenance of the bridge when it costs 100 
times more per mile to maintain than do hign- 
ways? They had figures to support their **100 
times'* contention. 


This is just the opposite argument to that 
used by many Marin rcsidenti in urging the 
state to take over the Golden Gate bridge as 
a part of the highway system and to maintain 
i t 


HAL BOYLE'S COLUMN 


The small counties approved the $21,000.- 
000 bond issue to keep tolls on the bridge, hut 
fought bitterly against spending the rest of 
the $80,000,000 on new approaches, lurvcyi for 
new approaches and surveys for a southern 
aossing. 


The plan called for $25,000,000 to be spent 
on the San Francisco tide for approaches and 
a like amount on the Oakland side. 


**Give us back the money you've used for 
maintenance, take maintenance out of tolls in 
the future, and then well t^lk about your 
$25,000,000 approach roads,” declared the cow 
counties. 


They won the right to discuss it in the leg­ 
islature. The toll bridge authority authorized 
the $80,000,000 refinancing but decided to issue 
only.$21,000,000 in bonds now, no action will 
be taken on the rest until the legislature has 
had one session to consider the matter. 


4.-ShouId the bridge be allowed to become 
toll free? Most motorists would be happy not 
to pay; it definitely would speed up traflftc at 
the toll gates. 


Would the bridge be big enough to carry 
all the cars that would want to use It? 


Obviously not Even now with a 25 cent toll 
it is too aowded. 


Then what could be done? Build another 
bridge. How would you finance it? By tolls. But 
who would use the toll bridge when the one 
right next to it was toll free? Not us, certainly. 


It therefore seems urgently necessary thát a 
toll remain on the bay bridge if other spans are 
to be built The bridge grosses about $9,000,- 
000 per year. There arc about 22 vears remain­ 
ing in the 40 year time limit set by the federal 
government to make the bridge toll free. That 
. means at the present rate, a toll of $198,000,000 
which would go a long way toward other bay 
aossing projects. 


5.-Last point is a real factor for Marin, If 
the bay bridge were toll free, and it could 
still be made so by legislative action, Marin

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WASHINGTON — One of the 
best indices of the present rela­ 
tionship between American busi­ 
ness and American politics is the 
condition of the Washington law- 
yert, whose tribe is inaeasing and 
:grow,lng fatter at a remarkable 
rate. Why they increase, and how 
fat 'they can gel, la wggested by 
an experience of John J. MeCIoy’a. 
When McCloy was winding up 
his remarkable aervlct at the War 
Deparlmfot, he waa offered a 
Washington law partnership with 
a guaranteed income of $350,000 
a year. The rather obscure man 
who made this fantastic offer had 
formerly been an able but mlddle- 
grade government official. He did 
his law business In a small suite 
of offices with one or two clerks 
and two or three stenogriphers. 
But in proof of his good faith, he 
showed McCloy a list of retainers 
from large corporations amount­ 
ing, altogether, to about |l,0to,CK)0 
annually. 


•THE 
MOBOEY’8 
NOTHING,” 
he told McCloy. 'I f you don’t take 
It the treasury will. And you 
don’t have to worry about doing 
anything you won't like to earn it. 
These businessmen pay me be­ 
cause I know my way around the 
government,

- McCloy preferred to go into one 
of the great New' York law firms

offices. But McClo/s old-fashioned 
finicldness has nothing to do with 
the moral of this tale, which is, 
simply, that businessmen will now 
pay almost anything to ease their 
dealings with the government. 
The reasons for this 'are obvious 
enough. In the last twenty years, 
the govemment has grown ' so 
enormous that it is like a laby­ 
rinth. It lias also assumed so many 
novel functions and powers that 
fovemment decisions now affect 
the welfare of almost all busi­ 
nesses. Guides through the laby­ 
rinth are therefore in u r g e n I 
demand; and this Is the source of 
the Influence business. 
The influence business has many 
permutations and combinations, 
not all of them evil. You simply 
sell knowledge which Is also in­ 
fluence, like McClo/s friend, who 
simply found out which officials 
had the p o w e r to decide his 
clients* p r o b l e m s , and 
then 
arranged for Ms clients to meet 
those officials. Or you can sen 
this kind of Influence, plus a little 
or a lot of improper political in­ 
fluence. Or you can even sell in­ 
fluence wMch you have not got. 
This reporter, knows of one great 
corporation executive who paid 


15.0041 for a chance to appear be­ 
fore a senate committee when the 
senators had alfeady dedded, on 
their own hook, to invite him to 
testify. 


'—THE MO^EE AS'TTJTE^ and rlchff 
e o r p o r a t i o n s not only pay 
generous 'retainers to' rep'resen'to- 
tives in Washington; they also 
seek to strengthen the hand of 
their ambassadors in the capital 
by 
m a k i n g l a r g e 
political 
contributions. 
Sometimes the campaign fUnda 
go to Individual politicians, for a 
sympathetic senator is a very use­ 
ful thing. Sometimes they are used 
to nourish.powerful local political 
organization — an unpublish:ed 
‘’Life’* survey showed that In IM® 
more than half the state govern­ 
ments were dominated in this 
manner by various large buslnesa 
interests. And regularly, every four 
years, the contributions of the 
businessmen 
provide 
the 
main 
slnefs of war for the Democratic 
and R e p u b l i c a n Presidential 
campaigns. 
Many of these corporate contri­ 
butions 
are 
made 
t h r o u g h 
dummies, and written off as busi­ 
ness expenses. The real object of 
the contribu'tlo'ns is almost 'In­ 
variably to have sure friends at 
court, when regulations, or fran­ 
chises, or tax matters, or other 
things 0*1 importance to businesa- 
men are under governmental con­ 
sideration. If you like to think of 
it that way, the whole procesa 
amounts to open corruption openly' 
arrived at, In which the politicians 
and the businessmen are Jointly 
Implicated. 


YET IN THE PRE8ENT clrcuin- 
atances, both businessmen and 
.poiitic:lans are under almost Ir­ 
resistible pressure. The politicians 
cannot meet the steeply mounting 
cost of their campaigns without 
the contrlbutloiM of the business­ 
men. Equally, ^the businessmen 
feel themselves at the mercy of 
the monster government. They are 
inevitably tempted, when a few 
thousand dollars wisely invested in 
political contributions may pay a 
return in m i l l i o n s , or tens of 
millions, or even, perhaps, hun­ 
dreds ,of 'mllllou. .And these art 
the sums at stake today in the 
goverament’s decls'tons of issu'ss^ 
affecting individual businesses. 
( 'The nub O'f the problem. In, 
short, is that contributions which 
corporation* h a r d l y f e e l are 
matters of life and death to cam­ 
paigning polltldans; while politi­ 
cal decisions me public hardly 
notices may mean severe losses or 
immense profits to the corpora­ 
tions. In this situation, moral 
lectures are mere prating: for the 
corruption will go on as long as 
the temptation Is so great. And 
the only way to solve the problem 
ts' 'to' rem,'0''ve', or at least to les,sen, 
the temptation.

IN AN ACTUAL air raid It la 
hard to leE how people wiE react 
to ‘ it. Sometimes a population 
under steady bombardment be­ 
comes Indifferent or phlegmatic 
to danger. Many adopt a fatalistic 
attitude. 
During the early days of the 
great air raids on London a num­ 
ber became blinded for lEe as a 
result of c u r i o s i t y . Windows 
through wMch they had been 
watching the spectacle suddenly 
were blasted, fUling their faces 
with glass shards. It became a 
pastime with some to go up on 
rooftops to view the city at night, 
ringed with huge fires and re­ 
verberating with explosions. 
Some people, suffering 
from 
claustrophobia, never were able to 
stand the mole-Eke existence in 
the shelters. Others, including the 
lonely, actually seemed to enjoy 
the companionsMp of the deep 
shelters in the "underground”— 
the London subway. They would go. 
to sleep there whether there was 
an air raid or not. merely for the 
obmpany. 


A SUBSTANTIAL portion of the 
citizenry, adopting the policy that 
"if a bomb has your name on it 
It wEI find you,” remained cheer- 
fuUy a-bed during the nightly 
attacks. They figured It was about 
as pleasant a place to die as any. 


On visits to London from the 
front during the last war that is 
what I generaEy did. The luxury 
of lying between clean sheets in 
a soft bed meant more than the 
peril from possible death overhead. 
The chances are always in your 
favor during m air raid. 


After the AEies began their own 
tremendous bombardment of Ber­ 
lin the populace there came in 
time to adopt the same pMlosephy. 
One German lady told a friend of 
mine after the war: 


“During your raids I used to sit 
In a warm bath sipping cham­ 
pagne. If I had to go, I wanted to 
•0 out as comfortably as posiilili.” 


THE WORLD TODAY 
Inspection Of North Korea 
Needed Before Armistice 


By J.AMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — T h e 
Korean war has now become one 
of the most mixed up situations in 
recent times. Take it step by step. 
The United Nations and Korean- 
Chinese Communists reached an 
agreement. They didn’t agT'Ce to 
stop fighting. 
They simply agreed on a line^ 
an armistice line—where they'd 
stop shooting If they could agree 
to stop shooting, 
This agreement on an armistice 
line was the first agreement the 
two sides had been able to reach 
after five months of haggling. 
It was a major point. But it was 
odly one of four major points the 
two sides thought they must agree 
on before there oould be an armis­ 
tice. 
80 THIS WAS the way the 
'tgT'eement on the armistice line 
went. 
1. The line where the two sides 
face each other now wUl be the 
armistice line If they agree on 
those other three points In 30 dap. 
2. If tiiey don’t agree on those 
three Ih 30 dap, then the armis­ 
tice line wUl be drawn wherever 
the troops face each other when 
there finaUy is agreement on those 
three pohi'ts, wMch ' mi g h t be 
months away. 
That raises a question: suppose 
our troops right now put on a rip- 
snorting attack and d r o v e the 
comm.unists back, maybe. aE the 
way back to the Yalu river. 
Further, i i p p o ^ e that was 
accomplished withlh 30 d a p and 
within that time, to<^ both sides 
had agreed on those three other 
points. What then? 
’The U. N. troops would'have to 
give back to the communists aE 
the land they had captured witMn 
those 30 d a p and draw back to 
the point where they szt now. 


REPORTERS ON THE Korean 
front reported a halt .in the f ight- 
tnb by both the U. N. and Chinese 
troops. The surprised uproar that 
follow'ed resulted In general denials 
by the White House and the army 
that there had been any cease-fire 
order. 
And Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
commander of the 8th army, said 
maybe some of his troops had mis­ 
understood instructions issued by 
his headquarters. 
But this story k simply ex­ 
plaining the one fact: that if the 
U. N. troops captured any ground 
from the Communists—and there’s 
agreement on those other three 
points w i t h i n 30 days — th* 
captured ground wiE have to be 
given up. 
President Trumán said some­ 
thing which is important here In 
order to understand the mixed-up 
problem of Korea. He said: 


“THE CO'NTINUE'D pF'CsS'Ure of 
our forces on the enemy con-# 
istitutes 'the s'trong'est incen'tive 'for 
the latter to agree to a Just armis­ 
tice. Any premature slackening of 
our effort would cost us more 
casualties In the long run than 
need be lost.” 


So it seems the fighting wUl 
continue, in .som,e tonn, anyway. 
There’ll p r o b a b l y have to be. 
Judging by the air force report of 
a big Communist attempt at a 
build-up behind their present line, . 
the present armistice line. 


It’s certain the Air Force wiE be 
busy checking behind the enemy 
lines — and fighting enemy planea 
im l up to stop them—to see whal 
the enemy ia doing. 


But the sorest item In the whole 
business arises around one of those 
three stiE unsettled points: In­ 
spection after an armistice.

National Average 


AM to the needy blind in Marin 
county averaged $78J1 per recipient 
during September. 67 per cent more 
than the $47.18 nation-wide average 
for August, California Taxpayers* 
association reported today. 
During September, 35 people In 
the county received aid as needy 
blind. Total aid payments to this 
group amounted to $2,762 for the 
month.. Ill addl.tion, aid pa.ymen.ts. 
to 3 partially self-supporting blind 
pMple in the county amounted to 
$255 an average of $85 per recipient 
for the month. 
September payments of aid to the 
needy blind in the county included 
$1:043 of federaJ funds, $1.29b of 
state funds, and $430 of county 
money. 
Aid to the partially self-support­ 
ing blind was financed $213 in state 
money and $43 in county funds. 
Throughout Califomlt, there were 
10J31 recipients of aid as needy 
blind during September. Total aid 
paid to this group amounted to 
$864,413, with $321^37 in federal 
money, $422,699 in state funds, snd 
$139,777 In county funds. 
AM payments to 545 partially self- 
supporting blind people in the state 
amounted to $46,166 for September. 
Of this, $38,529 was state funds and 
$7,637 comty funds.

Louis W. Holm, assistant professor of veterinary medicine, Uni­ 
versity of California College of Agriculture, found that two grams or 
more of the explosive to five pounds of body weight will usually kill 
a cow or sheep. This means about 2^ sticks of dynamite will kill 
a 1,000 pound bull. 
Cows and sheep sometimes find dynamite where stumps are 
being blasted out to clear land. They readily eat the explosive with­ 
out knowing the 'trouble it will, cmm 'then .la'ter. 
If the dose Is not fatal the animals recover in a day or two. 
There are antidotes available which may work in ecane cases of dyna­ 
mite poisoning. 
Nitrates, in the dynamite are changed to nitrites which poison 
the animal. They keep the hemoglobin in the blood from carrying 
oxygen throughout the body of the animal. In effect, It suffocates.

Fluoridation Is 


Described To 


S. A. Rotarians 


**AI letst 50 per cent of denUl de­ 
cay can be prevented If children 
drink water which contains the 
proper amount of fluorides,’* Dr. 
Hugo Kulstad, chief of the dental 
division. State Health Department, 
told San Anselmo Rotarians at their 
regular Wednesday luncheon meet­ 
ing at the Legion Log cabin. 
Dr. Kulstad^ added that years of 
study 
and 
experimentation 
had 
sliown conclusively that fluorides In 
drinking water effectively reduced 
dental decay. This resistance to de­ 
cay is built up while the teeth are 
forming—before birth and up to ten 
3^ears of age—and the benefit# con­ 
tinue throughout life. 
He said that fluorides are salts 
which occur naturally in water sup­ 
plies in many places in the United 
States and people who live in these 
areas had less dental decay than 
people who live in places where 
water supplies are deficient in 
fluorides. It is recommended by the 
dental profession that where there 
is a deficiency in fluorides in the 
local water supply that these be 
added to give effective protection 
Fluorides do not effect the taste, 
odor, color or hardness of water. In 
proper amounts there Is no danger 
of teeth becoming discolored, he 
said. In a complete program of den­ 
tal protection Dr. Kulstad pointed 
out that it is important to keep the 
oral cavity clean at all times, par­ 
take of a proper diet, and to out 
down on the Intake of refmed sugar, 
which last year reached a total of 
140 pounds per person in the United 
States, or about the same pound­ 
age as the average consumption of 
meat and poultry. 
Dr. Kulstad summarized his talk 
by saying-that a three way approach 
to the Increasing incidence of de’.*- 
tal decay is necessary. First, the in­ 
dividual must take the very best 
care of his own oral cavity; second, 
the dental profession must continue 
Its intensive research for new and 
better ways to prevent decay; third, 
the community must support the 
school and community health pro­ 
grams and take such action as the 
necessary artificial ñuoridation of 
the water supply. 
Dr. Kulstad was Introduced by Dr. 
Robert Taylor, program chairman 
of the day. 
Among the visiting Rotarians and 
guests were: Dr. Richard Albert, 
Dr. P. E. Cllnite, Dr. Robert Edel- 
ttein. 
President Bill Davis presided at 
the meeting.
